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REPORT,  1889-90. 


To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  County  Borough 

of  Swansea. 

Since  the  presentation  of  its  last  Report,  the  number  of  your 
Committee  has  been  increased,  while  the  principle  of  its  constitution 
remains  the  same,  and  it  now  consists  of  55  members,  in  consequence 
of  the  enlargement  of  the  Council  at  the  commencement  of  the  present 
Municipal  Year. 

At  the  same  time  it  sustained  a  very  severe  loss  in  the  retirement 
of  Mr.  E.  Sidney  Hartland  from  the  office  of  Vice-Chairman,  and 
virtually  from  all  participation  in  the  management  of  the  Library. 
While  congratulating  Mr.  Hartland  upon  the  occasion  necessitating  his 
removal  from  Swansea,  they  cannot  but  deeply  regret  the  deprivation 
which  the  Library  has  thereby  suffered,  and  desire  publicly  to  record 
their  recognition  of  his  valuable  services,  and  in  particular  of  the  tact 
and  ability  with  which  he  presided  over  their  meetings  during  his  years 
of  office. 

During  the  past  year  the  Central  Library,  fortified  just  before  its 
commencement  by  the  purchase  of  a  large  number  of  books,  has,  until 
recently,  fairly  held  its  ground ;  but,  although  a  sum  of  money  was 
appropriated  in  the  current  estimates  for  additional  purchases,  the 
Council  delayed  for  so  long  a  period  its  approval  of  those  estimates, 
that  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of  the  Library,  no  substantial 
purchases  have  been  made  during  the  year,  and  the  office  of  the  Book- 
purchasing  Committee  has  been  a  sinecure.  As  a  result,  and  in  strict 
accordance  with  all  past  experience,  the  number  of  borrowers  from  the

Lending  Library  is  now  rapidly  diminishing,  and  cannot  be  expected 
to  revive  until  further  acquisitions  have  been  made. 

Your  Committee  would  again  call  attention  to  the  impoverished 
condition  of  the  Library,  and  would  urge  upon  the  Council  to  consider 
the  expediency  of  putting  into  force  the  powers  embodied  in  the 
Corporation  Act  of  last  year,  to  levy  a  twopenny  rate,  and  so  not  only 
provide  for  its  reasonable  efficiency,  but  also  regularize  the  present 
anomalous  practice  under  which  its  repayments  of  loans  are  charged  to 
the  Borough  Fund. 

Happy  is  the  nation  that  has  no  history  ;  and  among  our 
branches  the  St.  Helen's  Branch  has  been  the  only  exception  to  this 
golden  axiom.  In  March  last,  the  lease  of  the  premises  in  Beach  Street, 
upon  which  this  Reading-room  was  carried  on,  expired,  and  in  lieu  of 
a  small  ground  rent  an  occupation  rent  was  naturally  demanded  by  the 
reversioner.  For  lack  of  funds  your  Committee  could  not  see  its  way 
to  continue  upon  these  terms  its  occupancy  of  the  premises,  which  were 
subject  to  many  disadvantages,  and  they,  therefore,  reluctantly  decided 
that  the  Branch  must  be  discontinued.  A  strong  local  feeling, 
however,  in  favour  of  its  retention  made  itself  manifest,  and  after  an 
expression  of  feeling  at  a  public  meeting,  the  Committee  felt  it 
incumbent  on  them,  and  were  enabled,  to  make  arrangements  by 
which  more  commodious  premises  were  acquired,  in  a  more  central 
position.  These  have  now  been  opened  and  are  in  working  order, 
and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  they  have  met  with  largely 
increased  support. 

Your  Committee  would  again  call  attention  to  the  urgent 
necessity  which  exists  for  publishing  the  Catalogue  of  the  General 
Reference  Library ;  at  present,  for  all  practical  purposes,  it  is  not  only 
dead  but  buried,  and  at  such  a  depth  that  exhumation  is  virtually 
impossible.  Surely,  if  we  cannot  at  present  materially  increase  our 
stores,  it  is  worth  making  an  effort  to  place  what  we  have  within  reach 
of  the  public,  and  it  is  most  earnestly  recommended  that  an  effort 
should  be  made  as  early  as  possible  during  the  ensuing  year  to  make 
this  department  available  for  reference. 
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If  however  this  full  result  cannot  be  achieved,  it  might  at  least 
prove  practicable,  having  regard  to  the  approaching  fixture  at  Swansea 
of  the  National  Eisteddfod,  to  publish  before  its  advent  a  name- 
catalogue,  if  nothing  more,  of  the  large  and  valuable  collection  of 
Welsh  books  in  the  Library,  which  are  at  present  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses as  inaccessible  as  if  they  had  remained  at  Rotherhithe. 

It  is  also  suggested  that  the  Committee  should,  at  an  early  stage 
of  the  approaching  winter,  consider  the  expediency  of  systematically 
advertising  the  Library  among  the  large  class  of  the  population  for 
whom  it  was  especially  designed,  but  who  either  remain  unconscious  of 
its  existence,  or  under  the  impression  that  it  is  not  for  their  benefit.  At 
a  comparatively  small  cost  it  would  be  practicable  to  post  to  every  rate- 
payer an  attractive  circular  giving  full  information  with  regard  to  the 
Library,  and  a  form  of  voucher  for  signature,  so  that  the  intending 
reader  might  be  spared  all  useless  journeys.  Of  late,  a  similar  course 
has  been  adopted  in  many  large  Public  Libraries,  whose  reports  upon 
the  subject  speak  most  enthusiastically  of  its  results  upon  the  use  and 
popularity  of  the  Library.  The  circumstance  of  a  large  outlying  area 
having  been  recently  added  to  the  County  Borough  seems  to  render  it 
specially  desirable  that  some  step  similar  to  that  which  is  now  suggested 
should  be  taken  for  the  information  of  the  Burgesses  resident  in  that 
District. 

During  the  past  year  your  Committee  has  not  been  the  fortunate 
recipient  of  any  donation  corresponding  with  that  of  Mr.  J.  H.  Rowland, 
which  it  was  last  year  its  pleasant  duty  to  record.  The  chief  donors 
during  that  period  have  been  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum, 
Sir  H.  H.  Vivian,  Mr.  L.  LI.  Dillwyn,  and  Mr.  J.  DerTett  Francis. 

Mr.  Francis  in  his  report  will  doubtless  refer  to  the  great  results 
which  have  attended  the  opening  of  the  Art  Gallery  during  extended 
hours  ;  but  it  is  most  gratifying  to  your  Committee  that  the  policy  of 
affording  working  men  opportunities  of  seeing  the  Works  of  Art,  of 
which  we  are  the  possessors,  has  been  rewarded  with  unquestionable 
success.

To  the  Committee  of  the  Swansea  Public  Library. 
Gentlemen, 

The  exigencies  of  space  make  it  imperative  that  I  should 
render  what  I  have  to  state  as  briefly  as  possible. 

You  have  now  before  you  the  '*  Inventory"  ;  this,  from  various  cir- 
cumstances over  which  I  have  had  no  control,  has  been  delayed  up  to 
the  present  day. 

I  must  urge  upon  you  to  bear  in  remembrance,  that  it  is  simply 
what  its  dedication  implies — a  record  of  the  Fine  Art  property  belonging 
to  the  Burgesses  under  the  Trusteeship  of  the  Swansea  Corporation. 
"  This  it  is,  and  nothing  more." 

During  the  present  Official  year,  many  important  additions  have 
been  made  to  the  Collection — this,  without  going  into  particulars,  con- 
sists of  some  fifty-three  works,  but  I  must  ask  of  you  to  grant  me  your 
patience  whilst  I  revert  to  one  special  example  out  of  this  number,  I 
mean  No.  2,140  " Perea  Nina."  You  will  have  perceived  that  in  every 
case,  where  I  have  been  able,  with  the  combined  works  of  any  artist, 
I  have  placed  some  effort  of  his  or  her  hand-work,  together  with  his  or 
her  portrait.  Now  with  regard  to  No.  2,140 — if  I  am  to  be  remembered 
in  my  Arts  Language,  I  would  that  it  might  be  through  the  medium  of 
this  Drawing. 

Gentlemen,  you  will  furthermore  have  perceived  that  by  the  In- 
ventory the  uneducated  learn  nothing  beyond  the  name  of  the  producer 
and  the  title  of  his  work.  One  of  the  primary  inducements  to  my 
forming  this  collection,  was  to  Instruct,  not  only  through  the  works 
themselves,  but  also  through  the  literature  in  the  Library.  In  order  to 
make  this  the  more  obvious,  it  becomes  an  absolute  necessity,  that  a  Cata- 
logue Raisonne  be  written — and  as  I  heretofore  have  never  spared  myself 
in  connection  with  this  Institution — this  I  will  endeavour  to  produce.

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REPORT,  1890-1 


To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  County  Borough 

of  Swansea. 

Your  Committee  in  its  recent  Reports  have  made  so  many  sug- 
gestions which  still  remain,  not  only  unacted  on,  but  unconsidered, 
that  it  proposes  in  its  present  Report  to  confine  itself  to  a  mere  reference 
to  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Library,  being  satisfied  that  work 
enough  has  been  already  sketched  out  to  occupy  all  its  available  re- 
sources for  years  to  come. 

During  the  past  year  your  Committee  has  been  able  to  expend 
about  £100  in  the  purchase  of  new  books,  chiefly  for  circulation,  with 
the  unfailing  result  which  experience  has  taught  it  to  anticipate,  that 
0*  the  number  of  readers  has  been  substantially  increased,  and  the  retro- 
gression in  this  respect,  which  was  the  subject  of  comment  in  the  last 
Report,  has  been  recovered. 

Full  particulars  of  the  use  made  of  the  Library  during  the  past 
and  the  previous  year  will  be  found  in  the  Table  of  Statistics  appended 
hereto,  and  perhaps  the  most  gratifying  fact  appearing  upon  a  com- 
parison of  the  two  years'  working  is  that  the  number  of  visitors,  i.e., 
visits, — to  the  Central  and  Branch  Libraries  has  increased  from  472,000 
to  583,000.  Herein  surely  lies  the  most  complete  refutation  that  can 
be  made,  of  those  who  decry  the  value  of  the  Institution  or  dispute  its 
appreciation  by  the  public. 


Mr.  J.  Deffett  Francis  has,  as  usual,  been  the  chief  donor  to  the 
Library,  and  gifts  of  current  Historical  and  Scientific  Publications  have 
also  been  received  from  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum  and  the 
Smithsonian  Institute. 

An  application  has  been  received  from  the  National  Home 
Reading  Union  that  your  Committee  should  place  upon  the  shelves 
certain  volumes  required  for  reading  and  reference  in  its  Special  Courses, 
and  this  will  come  up  for  early  consideration  in  the  ensuing  year.  It  will 
doubtless  be  within  your  knowledge  that  the  chief  object  of  the  Union 
is  to  promote  a  systematic  and  progressive  course  of  reading  in  special 
subjects,  in  lieu  of  the  desultory  and  aimless  helter-skelter  through 
literature  which,  at  present,  furnishes  so  many  people,  particularly  yountr 
people — where  they  read  at  all — with  their  limited  equipment  of  all 
save  elementary  knowledge. 

Any  Association  having  such  an  object  is  entitled  to  the  sympathy 
and  assistance  of  Free  Libraries,  to  whose  advantage  its  influence  must 
of  necessity  react ;  but  it  may  possibly  be  expedient  to  frame  some 
simple  conditions,  differing  slightly  from  those  now  in  force,  with  refer- 
ence to  the  use  and  issue  of  any  books  which  may  be  provided  in 
accordance  with  the  application  referred  to.

To  the  Committee  of  the  Swansea  Pablie  Library. 
Gentlemen, 

Many  very  important  Works  have  been  added  to  the  Fine 
Arts'  Collections  during  the  present  year — in  number  these  amount  to 
over  one  hundred  examples. 

The  gifts,  in  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  have  heretofore  rendered 
it  necessary  that  I  should  sometimes  appeal  to  the  Committee's  aid  for 
their  preservation,  by  means  of  mounting,  glazing,  and  framing.  This 
fo?  the  future  will  cease.  All  that  I  may  hereafter  present,  for  there  are 
many  links  wanted,  will  be  preserved  after  the  above  means  at  my  own 
cost,  for  the  limited  sum  granted  for  the  efficient  working  of  this  Insti- 
tution is  too  small  to  be  encroached  upon  by  any  advance  therefrom  for 
the  welfaring  of  the  Intellectual  Arts. 

It  will  be  remembered  by  this  Committee  that  in  the  earlier  part 
of  the  year  two  important  additions  were  made  to  the  collections, 
through  the  liberal  kindness  of  Dr.  John  Williams,  of  Brook  Street,  and 
Mr.  Hermann  Vezin,  of  Lancaster  Place,  by  the  presentation  of  two  such 
inherently  valuable  and  historic  works  as  the  Portraits  of  William 
Hogarth,  by  the  first,  and  that  of  Richard  Brinsley  Sheridan,  by  the 
latter  Gentleman. 

As  to  what  has  been  done  outside  the  area  of  this  Committee,  it 
would  ill  become  me  to  forget,  that  the  Mayor— our  Chairman  (who,  by 
the  way,  has  an  admirable  Vice- Chairman), — came  and  saw  the  Addenda, 
and  with  the  usual  breadth  of  munificence  which  has  always  heretofore 
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characterized  the  Worshipful  Baronet's  conduct  with  regard  to  the 
welfaring  of  this  Institution,  subscribed  Ten  Guineas  for  this  special 
department. 

The  same  spirit  pervaded  the  gifts  of  Mr.  William  Walters,  of 
Penlan,  and  Alderman  James  Jones,  of  Brooklands,  the  first  in  sub- 
scribing Five  Guineas,  and  the  second,  Two. 

It  [is  an  additional  gratification  for  me  to  add  that  Mr.  F.  Cory 
Yeo,  treading  in  the  footsteps  of  his  worthy  father  and  Mr.  T.  Cory,  than 
whom  the  Public  Library  never  had  better  friends,  has  likewise  con- 
tributed Two  Guineas. 

I  have  also  to  acknowledge,  with  unlimited  thankfulness,  the  pre- 
sentation (through  Mr.  John  Squire)  by  Mr.  Rosario  Aspa,  Priory  House, 
Leamington,  of  a  fine  example  of  John  Burgess's  masterly  Power  over 
Black  and  White, — the  more  acceptable,  as  I  have  in  vain  endeavoured 
heretofore  to  obtain  a  specimen. 

I  wish  earnestly  to  impress  upon  the  Committee,  that  in  order  to 
carry  out  efficiently  the  original  intention  of  making  the  Galleries 
Schools  of  Instruction  the  works  must  be  re-arranged,  as  they 
were  formerly  hung — chronologically — dating  from  four  hundred  and  fifty 
years  before  the  advent  of  our  Saviour,  down  to  the  present  day.

REPORT,  1891-92. 


To         Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Swansea. 

Your  committee  submit  the  following  report,  and  append 
statistical  tables  covering  the  operations  of  the  year  ending  30th 
September,  1892. 

The  library  during  the  past  year  has  continued  to  increase 
in  its  usefulness,  by  the  addition  of  a  number  of  books  selected  not 
only  for  the  entertainment  of  readers,  but  for  their  instruction  in 
matters  of  general  knowledge.  It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  the  funds 
at  the  disposal  of  the  committee  do  not  permit  the  acquisition  of  the 
more  expensive  books  on  scientific  and  technical  subjects,  so  as  to 
strengthen  the  practical  side  of  the  institution.  The  number  of 
volumes  and  pamphlets  in  the  central  and  branch  libraries  has 
increased  from  34,597  to  35,535,  inclusive  of  the  2,308  works  in  the 
Welsh  collection. 

The  duplicate  copies  of  Welsh  books  in  the  reference  library 
have  been  transferred  to  the  leading  department ;  and  those,  with  a 
number  purchased  form  the  nucleus  of  a  Welsh  section  for  home 
reading. 

The  "  Cymmrodorion  Abertawe  "  has  been  granted  the  free 
use  of  the  committee  room  (or  when  the  same  is  engaged,  the  spare 
room  to  the  left  of  the  entrance  hall)  to  hold  their  meetings  in,  for 
three  Tuesdays  and  one  Thursday  in  the  month.  The  permission  to 
be  withdrawn  by  giving  one  month's  notice,  and  the  society  to  be 
answerable  for  any  injury  to  works  of  art,  furniture,  or  fittings. 

The  committee  at  their  meeting  in  December,  1891,  adopted 
the  following  resolution  : — "  That  the  use  of  the  spare  room  *  *  *  be 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  any  gentlemen  willing  to  act  as  leaders  of 
circles  in  connection  with  the  National  Home  Eeading  Union — for 
a  session — subject  to  the  approval  of  the  committee."  This  privilege 
has  been  renewed  for  one  or  two  evenings  per  week,  for  the  ensuing 
winter. 
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A  course  of  free  lectures  was  delivered  on  Saturday  evenings, 
between  January  and  April  last,  and  having  proved  a  source  of 
pleasure  to  a  large  number  of  persons,  a  similar  course  has  been 
instituted  for  the  ensuing  winter.  The  committee  teuder  their 
warmest  thanks  to  the  lecturers  who  so  ably  contributed  towards  the 
success  of  the  movement. 

In  response  to  an  application  from  the  Principal  of  the 
Swansea  Training  College,  the  committee  granted  forty  special  tickets, 
upon  which  the  students  borrow  books  reconrnended  to  them,  to  be 
read  in  connection  with  their  school  work. 

The  committee  received  a  deputation  of  ratepayers  on  the 
question  of  establishing  a  branch  of  the  library  in  the  newly  erected 
Public  Hall  at  Treboeth.  The  matter  was  referred  to  a  sub-committee, 
who  reported  at  the  next  meeting,  a  practical  scheme,  which  was 
adopted  at  a  cost  of  £66,  for  the  first  year.  The  committee  was  led 
to  this  decision  by  the  strong  support  and  at  the  urgent  request  of 
the  corporation  members  of  that  district.  The  formal  ceremony  of 
opening  the  branch  was  performed  by  Sir  John  T.  D.  Llewelyn, 
Bart.,  on  Saturday,  the  23rd  July. 

The  committee  at  their  October  meeting  resolved  <{  That 
newspapers  and  periodicals  be  supplied  to  the  reading  room  established 
by  the  residents  at  Port  Tennant,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  £10  per 
annum." 

The  attendance  at  the  Central  and  Branch  reading  rooms 
shows  a  total  of  615,956,  as  compared  with  582,970  of  the  previous 
year. 

The  committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  donations  made 
to  the  library  since  November  last,  a  list  of  which  is  appended.

Gentlemen, 

As  regards  tbis  Section  during  the  past  Official  Year,  I 
have  but  few  facts  to  lay  before  you. 

The  Twenty-third  of  the  last  February  was  the  Centenary  of 
Sir  Joshua  Eeynolds,  P.E.A.  The  highly  organized  intellectual 
capacity  of  the  lady  who  fortunately  presides  over  the  welfare  of  the 
Righ  School  for  Girls  in  the  Walter  Road,  deeming  it  a  favourable 
opportunity  to  give  her  pupils  an  insight  to  the  World's  wealth  as 
regards  the  Fine  Arts  in  this  country,  she  applied,  through  me,  to  the 
Mayor,  to  know,  if,  for  the  purpose  of  illustrating  a  lecture  to  be 
delivered  by  her  Art  Mistress  (Miss  Cooper,  S.E  A.)  on  "  Sir  Joshua 
and  his  Works,"  she  could  have  the  aid  of  csrtain  examples 
from  the  Art  Gallery.  I  laid  her  letter  before  his  Worship,  who 
readily  conceded  his  approbation  of  the  desire  sought.  He  granted 
the  use  of  such  works  out  of  the  "D.F."  Collection  as  Miss  Cooper 
might  think  requisite.  The  result  I  give  in  Miss  Yinter's  own 
words  The  Lecture  was  quite  a  success  and  the  Children  foTmed 
a  most  appreciative  audience."  Thus,  one  of  the  main  objects  which 
induced  the  obtainment  of  these  Works  was  felicitously  acquired. 

I  have  been  enabled  to  add  some  fifty  examples  which  from 
my  points  of  view,  are  of  considerable  importance  and  interest.  I 
submit  five  of  this  Addenda — to  you — adding  such  observations  thereon 
outside  of  this  Eeport,  as  I  may  deem  necessary.

To  the  Mayor  and  Corporation  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Swansea. 

Gentlemen, 

The  Committee  of  the  Public  Library  respectfully  present  their 
nineteenth  annual  report  and  append  detailed  statistics  of  the  opera- 
tions of  the  library  in  its  several  departments. 

During  the  past  year  the  total  number  of  volumes 
and  periodicals  issued  was  178,081,  an  increase  of  6,383 
over  that  of  last  year.  The  reading  rooms  are  now  supplied  with  340 
newspapers  and  periodicals,  and  are  largely  frequented,  particularly 
in  the  evenings.  The  estimated  number  of  visitors  to  the  central  and 
six  branches  is  654,800,  as  compared  with  615,956  of  the  preceding 
year.  A  copy  of  the  "  Shipping  and  Mercantile  Gazette  and  Lloyd's 
List "  has  been  added  to  the  newspapers  at  the  central  library 
and  is  filed  for  reference. 

The  accessions  to  the  library  are  of  a  gratifying  nature,  and 
include  a  number  of  the  latest  books  of  a  technical  character,  so  that 
mechanics  have  the  usp  of  many  of  the  most  recent  works  relating  to 
their  various  callings.  In  other  branches  of  literature,  special  care 
has  been  taken  to  furnish  to  all  classes  the  books  they  most  desire.  The 
total  volumes  and  pamphlets  in  the  central  and  branch  libraries  num- 
ber 36,062.  Among  the  more  important  works  added  during  the  year

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By  the  kind  permission  of  the  Swansea  school  board,  a  class 
room  at  the  Danygraig  school  has  been  fitted  with  reading  desks  and 
folding  stands  for  newspapers,  and  the  Port  Tenant  branch  removed 
thereto. 

The  series  of  Saturday  free  lectures,  instituted  the  previous 
year,  were  continued  from  October  15th,  1892,  to  April  1st,  1893, 
with  great  success.  The  committee  desire  to  express  their  warmest 
thanks  to  the  Lecturers  who  so  kindly  gave  their  services. 

The  society  of  the  "  Cymmrodorion  Abertawe,"  under  the  pre- 
sidency of  Dr.  Rhys  Davies,  held  several  successful  meetings  in  the 
committee  room,  and  during  the  year  lectures  were  delivered  under 
the  society's  auspices. 

Owing  to  the  present  defective  system  of  lighting  the  central 
library  with  gas,  it  has  been  suggested  to  the  Property  and  general 
purposes  committee  of  the  Council,  that  the  electric  light  be  substituted, 
if  practicable.    The  question,  however,  has  not  yet  been  determined. 

An  enquiry  branch  of  the  Emigrants  information  office,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Colonial  office,  has  been  opened  at  the  central 
library,  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  intending  emigrants  with  useful 
and  trustworthy  information. 

The  committee  have  to  record  with  much  regret  the  loss  of  two 
of  their  colleagues,  Mr  E.  R.  Brown  and  Mr  John  Carr,  and  desire  to 
express  to  the  families  and  relatives  of  the  deceased  their  deepest 
sympathy  and  condolence.

To  the  Committee  of  the  Swansea  Pablie  Library. 
Gentlemen, 

After  the  advent  of  the  use  of  the  Public  Libraries'  Acts,  1876, 
I  have,  so  far  as  the  power  in  rae  lay,  devoted  my  mind,  body,  and 
estate  to  the  furtherance  of  the  objects  and  welfare  of  this  Institution. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  my  first  Gift  consisted  of  over 
eighty  works  of  Fine  Art,  adding  thereto  Books,  of  which,  the  present 
Deffett  Francis  Catalogue  is  the  evidence.  Year  by  year  I  have  added 
considerably  to  both  Collections;  and  during  the  present  year  (1893) 
I  have  obtained  some  one  hundred  and  fifty  works — Drawings  and 
Engravings — which  for  quality  far  exceeds  any  other  gifts  I  have 
heretofore  presented.  Of  these,  I  have  been  enabled,  by  the  assistance 
of  the  Committee  and  His  Worship  the  Mayor  (Aid.  H.  A.  Chapman) 
to  place  to  the  use  of  the  Burgesses  some  seventy- five  examples 
(mounted,  glazed,  and  framed),  many  of  which  now  hang  on  the  walls 
of  the  galleries,  including  Delaroche's  "  Hemicycle,"  "Charles  1st," 
"Lord  Stafford,";  finishing  what  1  desired  to  add  of  Sir  Edwin 
Landseer,  J.  F.  Lewis,  and  Horace  Yernet  (from  his  first  essay  as  an 
illustrator  of  Costume  for  books  of  Fashion  to  his  last  great  picture 
"Rebecca  at  the  Well"),  half  a  dozen  of  Turners  finest  efforts,  and 
adding  thereunto  many  of  the  rarest  Engravings  by  those  great 
English  masters,  Sir  Robert  Strange  and  Wm.  Sharpe,  together  with 
many  examples  too  numerous  to  mention,  thus  bringing  the  total 
Collection  up  to  2,484. 

This  partial  enumeration  brings  me  to  the  fact,  that  "  my  way 
of  life  "  has  rapidly  "  fallen  into  the  sere  and  yellow  leaf,"  so  much 
so,  that  I  am  forced  to  come  to  the  decision  of  giving  no  more  Books 
or  examples  of  Fine  Art  work.  Still,  there  is  much  to  be  done — 
to  make  the  Galleries  educational  and  historic,  as  well  as  pleasurable 
— they  require  re-arranging. 

Now,  having  laid  before  you  the  gist  of  this  subject  matter,  and 
knowing  as  I  do,  that  I  retain  my  life  by  a  frail  tenure,  suffer  me  to 
finish  by  comparing  small  things  with  great  by  using  Landor's  noble 
lines :  — 

"T  strove  with  none,  for  none  was  worth  the  strife, 
"  Nature  I  loved,  and,  next  to  nature,  Art ; 
"  I  warmed  both  hands  before  the  fire  of  life ; 
"  It  sinks,  and  I  am  ready  to  depart."
